RELIGIOUS NOTES. | 
On Sunday last the Rev. J.

erson, D. D., who is about to assume the. 


editorial charge of the Chicago Stand. 
ard, one of the great denominational 
weeklies, preached his farewell sermon 
before the South Baptist Church, over 
which he was pastor. An interesting 
review was made of the five years of 
his ministry. Both pastor and people 
were much affected at the farewell 
words which were spoken ; and the sun- 
dering of the pastoral relation so long 
maintained is a grief to all parties con- 
cerned. 

The Rev. J. H. Munroe, another of 
our city pastors, has accepted a call 
tendered him by the Presbyterians of 
Philadelphia, and in a short time will 
enter upon the duties of his new posi- 
tion. Mr. Munroe has been very much 
liked by his denomination in this city 
and vicinity, all of whom wish him God, 
speed in the work which he will under- 
take among tlreir brethren in the city of 
brotherly love.” Mr. Munsor will no 
doubt draw around him a large circle of 
friends in his new home, even as he has 
here. 

The act of the Legislature of 1874 
relating to the Old South Church prop- 
erty, provided that “im any suit in 
equity brought before the Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court to obtain the sanction of 
the said court to a sale or lease or other 
transfer or disposition of the Old South 
Meeting House and the land under and 
adjacent to the same, the said court 
shall possess and exercise the same pow- 
ers and be governed by the same prin- 
ciples of equity law as if the said land 
had not been the subject of ‘any special 
legislation concerning power to lease the 
same. The meeting-house shall not be 
leased or sold or in any way disturbed 
until authority therefor shall be obtained 
from said eourt.” Under this act two 
suits have been recently brought in the 
Supreme Judicial Court—one by the 
majority in interest, seeking power to 
dispose of the entire estate by sale, and: 
the other by the minority of the pew- 


holders, seeking to preserve the estate | 


to its former religious and charitable 
uses.

It is now a year ago since the recon- 
structed Hanover street Methodist Kpis- 
copal Church was reopened by the pres- 
ent society. Ason a well-remembered 
occasion last year, the gathering was re- 
markably large and fine, including Rev. 
Messrs. Bates, Hamilton, and Bidwell, 
of. the Methodist denomination, Rev. 
Dr. Lorimer, of Tremont Temple, and 
Rev. Henry A. Cooke, of the Baptist 
persuasion, Collector Simmons, Hon. E. 
H. Dunn, and other prominent persons, 
so on this occasion, these same gentle- 
men were present, and added greatly to 
the enjoyment of the evening. The 
church has during the year of its new 
existence grown considerably both in 
numbers and influence, and has fully 
demonstrated the fact.that Methodism 
at the North Eud was not dead, and 
that the locality of the church was still 
a good one for christian work. There 
is no doubt but that in a few years a 
large congregation will again be gath- 
ered for religious worship at this place, 
which will be recollected by many who 
read these “jottings” as being on the 
site of the Old Cockrell Church. which 
was one of the first churches in Boston. 

The Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion of this city has taken in hand a 
large lodging room of its own. Ever 
since its organization it has diligently 
looked after destitute young men. One 
year a former president himself spent 
$500 on such persons. There are num- 
bers of respectable young men contin- 
ually in the city who are compelled to 
sleep in station-housesfor walk the streets 
all night. The charity record book of 
the association furnishes abundant proof 
of this statement. The advantage of 
such a lodging place’are obvious : 
far more economical, its moral influence 
will be considerable, and it will furnish 
an opportunity to study the young men. 

Mr. W. T Reid, who for the past 
year has held the office of Superintend- 
ent of Public Schools of Brookline, has 
accepted the position of head master in 
the High Sctrool at San Francisco, and 
will leave to enter on his new duties on 
the 13th instant. In recognition of his 
faithful service, and as expressive of the 
respect and esteem in which he is held, 
the school committee of Brookline ten- 
dered him a complimentary dinner yes- 


terday afternoon, at which were present |

Skokomish Indian Reservation. 


The marriages on on this reservation are | 


mostly after the Indian fashion. A year 
ago last Fourth of July the first wed- 


| ding took place according to our cus- 


toms. Two couples were then married, 
and this year seven more couples consent- 
ed to have an American ceremony. All 
of these had been previously married in 
Indian fashion, but wished it done 1 in.our 
way also. 

In regard to sickness and funerals 
there is also the same mixture of Amer- 
ican and Indian customs; some when 
sick will prefer the physician on the 
reservation ; some, especially if near 
death, the indian medicine man, and 
some will try both. At their burying, 
ground a few of their, coffins are left 
above ground according to their old 
customs, but most of late have been put 
beneath it. Some, too, leave canoes, 
dishes, and guns by the sfihe'and some 
do not, and occasionally a -wooden man, 
rudely carved and roughly painted, is 
placed by the grave, but not often. 
Previous to last year only two had been 
induced to have christian services at 
their funerals, but during the past sum- 
mer and fall there have been more, 
though not all. Many of them are yet 
very superstitious about going near the 
dead. They have been surely, though 
slowly, wasting away. The remark has 
often been made that the next genera. 
tion will virtually settle the Indian 
question here. There are only about 
thirty-five school children out of the 
population of three hundred. Of late 
years, however, there seems to have 
been a change, for there are twice that . 
number under six yearsof age. Whether, 
as the people become more civilized, they 
will live longer, or whether disease has 
become too firmly seated in their sys- 
tems to permit them to live, is a ques- 
tion yet to be determined. According 
to the reports of the physician for the 
last three years, their principal | disease is 
scrofula in one form or another ; rheu- 
matism, too, also prevails, owing to the 
dampness of the climate, and lung dis- 
eases are very common. During the 
year 1874 fourteen deaths were reported ; 
the number of births, though not defi- 
nitely known, is, however, thought to 
exceed this. 

Politically, they make perbaps but 
little progress. They have their chiefs, 


but realize that the agent is above them 


all, and having confidence in him, sub- 
mit quietly to his will. He has been 
trying to teach them something of 
American custom in tbis respect, hold- 
ing an election on each Fourth of July 
for the choice of chief. Excitement, 
however, does not run high, only about 
thirty-five votes being cast, many of 
them voting only after being asked to 
do so by the agent. Generally, too, in 
the courts which are held for the trial of 
their offenders, while the agent presides, 
and in a measure acts as judge, still he 
selects four or five of their principal 
men, who act as jurors or sub-judges, 
and who assist very much in giving the 
decision. This is done partly for their 
advice, and partly to teach them in re- 
gard to the administration of justice. 

Their principal work has been log- 
ging, at which they do well, . This year 
they have sold 1,600,000 feet of logs, 
receiving for them $7,300, an increase 
of 900,000 feet and $4,300 since 1871. 
It costs more, however, for them to car- 
ry on this work than fer Americans, as 
they are less careful of their cattle and 
more wasteful of other things. They 
solve the labor and capital problem by 
working on the codperative principle, a 
number of them working in the same 
camp and dividing the. profits after the 
logs are sold. 

Their reservation being entirely 6 cov- 
ered by timber, they have done very lit- 
tle at farming, except to cut about fifty 
tons of hay. Until this year they have 
had but little courage about clearing 
the land, for as the reseryation was own- 
ed by them all in common, no one felt. 
as if there was any certainty of his hav- 
ing any land for any length of time after 
he should clear it. But a year ago, 


through the appropriation made by. the 


government, the reservation was divided 
into tracts; of from’ tenyte; forty acres 
each, which -were assigned.,to different 
individuals, and they immediately felt 


more courageous in ie to clearing 
and cultivating their land, having done 


more the last year than ever before. 


Many of them were persuaded to reeeive 
enough of lumber as part of their annu- 


ities last year for the erection of a house | 


for themselves, so that forty new houses 
were built for them, most. of them ‘Six: 
teen by twenty-two feet. A few handle 
tools tolerably well, but the,great diti- 
culty in teaching -the older, ones. the 
tradés has been that, whilé able to earn 
but little while full 
pay. 

As they have worked ‘more saa earn- 
ed more money this year, their poor are 
better cared for, and there is during the 
winter but little real suffering either for 
food or clothes. 5

From the Island Empire. 


Knirors Paciric :—It has been ‘some 
time since I sent a letter; my only ex- 


cuse is the pressure of work: © Last fall, 
after the hot weather was. over, we 
opened a school in the city, one-half 
mile from the concession allowed us to 
work in. It was, of course, but an ex- 
periment, and we knew not how soon 
the officers of the city might: interfere 
and close us up. We proceeded in this 
way. No foreigner being ailowed to 
rent a building in the heart of the city, 


we got one of our Japanese christians 


|to assume the responsibility. of the 
school. He rented. the building and 
ground for $4.50 per month, and adver- 
tised that he would open a school in 
which the English language would be 
taught. We simply volunteered, to as- 
sist them two hours a day. As many of 
the Japanese are desirous of learning 
English, we have no difficulty in obtain- 
ing ppils. We teach the Bible one-half 
hour, giving each day a short exposition 
of the portion read. The other hour 
and a half is occupied in reading, dic- 
tation and grammar. 
While this might not seem to some 
to be much of a point gained, from our 


standpoint it seems a very important 


step, that in a city like Osaka, contain- 
ing above four hundred thousand people, 
where religion has never been tolerated, 
we should be allowed to read and ex- 
plain ‘the Truth as it 1s in Jesus” to a 
class of twenty-five or thirty young 
men; and it seems as if a wide door 
had been opened for us. And this is not 
done secretly, for we have a large sign 
out to attract notice, and I have had 
police officers stand and listen for several 
miputes at a time, apparently quite in- 
terested, while I was explaining the 
Bible. Our school has been in session 
since the middle of September, and we 
see the benefit of it by having several 
of the scholars attend our regular 
preaching services on Sunday. Last 
Sabbath four more were united with our 
church, three young men and one young 
woman. One of these, a young medical 
student, was led to feel his need of 
Christ by being present as a friend at 
family prayers, several times in the fam- 
ily of our native physicians. Thus the 
work is spreading. Family altars are 
being reared throughout the land, and 
the kingdom of our Lord is becoming 
established and is gaining in power. 
And should every minister be banished 
from the land, the religion of Christ 
could not, but would go gn in spite 
of edicts or persecutions. 


Mr. Ne Shinia, who arrived from 
America but a few weeks ago, writes to 


us that his at home, a city of some 30,000 


‘people, in the interior, he is meeting with 
remarkable success, and asks to be per- 


mitted to remain a few weeks. longer. 


He cannot tear himself away from those 
who are hungering for the bread of life. 
And what a blessing he will be in the 
hands of God to this people. Ten years 
ago he ran away from this island when 
but a lad, for his heart had been stirred at 
a story which he read in Chinese, written 
by some missionary, about God.

‘that the competition among landlords to se- 
“cure tenants keeps rents down to the lowest 
figures which give a fair interest on the cap- 
ital invested. It is no exaggeration to say 
that every mechanic and laboring man, if 
he is in receipt of the smallest day’s wages 
paid for labor, can rent an entire house for 
his family. Tenement-Rouses are rarely 
found, and the few peoplé who live in them 
«do so from choice and not from necessity. 
The essence of the English and American 
‘idea of home consists in the undivided pos- 
session by each family of the space inclosed 
by the four walls and roof of the building it 
inhabits. In most of our large cities this 
-conception has come to be regarded as a 
pleasant memory of the past, which cannot 
be realized in these days of high rents. 
Philadelphia’s position continues to be 
exceptional in this respect. Here every 
‘man’s house, be its occupant rich or poor, 
may still be his castle. A great deal has 
been written in a general way on this sub- 
‘ect in the local newspapers, which exhibit 
commendable pride in applying to Phila- 
-delphia the appellation of ‘‘the city of 


* homes ;” but it will perhaps be interesting | - 


to people in other cities, who have heard of 
~ the enviable reputation which this place has 
’ won as a paradise of poor men, to be told 
somewhat more definitely the facts upon 
which its fame rests, and to learn what kind 
of dwellings can be had for the surprisingly 
low rents of which they have read 
Let us begin with the cheapest class of 
‘dwellings. From $6 to $12 a month is the 
rent of a complete house containing every- 
thing essential to the comfort and the clean- 
liness of a small family. Such houses are 
-built in long rows, and usually upon narrow 
streets running between the main thorough- 
fares. Each has two rooms on the ground 
- floor and a small kitchen in a back exten- 
‘sion. Semetimes the street door opens im- 
mediately into the front room; often there 
is a narrow hall. Up stairs are two bed- 


When the houses are. situated in.the ex- 
treme northern or southern portions of the 
city proper, the rent is frequently as low 
as $30, and in less distant localities it rang- 
es from $40 to $50. It will be seen that a 
house of this kind furnishes all the space 
and conveniences that are required by the 
family of a professional or business man of 
moderate ificome. A higher class of hous- 
es, differing from the above chiefly imhav- 
ing three-story buildings in the rear, higher 
ceilings, larger rooms, and handsomer in- 
terior finish, fetch from $50 to $75 a month. 

For $75 can be secured a house which 
would command from $2,000 to $3.000 a 
year in a less eligible situation in New 
York. When we come to a grade of dwel- 
lings styled first-class, we find the same or 
éven greater relative cheapness. For from 
$2,000 to $2,500 a year, houses of twenty 
rooms can be had in the best neighbor- 
hoods, spacious and elegant enough to 
meet the requirements of men of large 
wealth and high social standing. Similar 
houses, equally well situated in New York 
cannot be obtained for less than $4,000, 
and sometimes as much as 5 000 or $6,000 
is asked. 


It must be admitted that there is another 
side to this pleasant picture of cheap houses. 
The small, plain houses which occupy most 
of the area covered by Philadelphia give 
the city the unattractive appearance always 
remarked by strangers. Except in the 
neighborhood of Rittenhouse and Logan 
squares, and in the delightful suburbs of 
West Philadelphia and Germantown, there 
is nothing to be seen but row after row of} 
monotonous little dwellings, flanking the 
narrow streets and stretching away in seem- 
ingly endless succession. Thesystem of a 
‘house for every family could not develop a 
handsome city unless an unusually large 
proportion of the inhabitants were wealthy. 
Another disadvantage is the large area oc- 
cupied by the city. In common_pbrase, 
the population is “spread out thin.” The

This is, in fact, the promise of America to 
humanity. As to our agricultural resources, 
the time may come when they will be ro 
greater than enough to supply the necessi- 
ties of the millions of workers who will 
then inhabit the Continent of America, 


while all Europe will be forced to depend | 
| upon the grain fields of Russia for subsis- 


tence. But to American skill, industry, 
and inventive genius, must turn the neces- 
sity of man in its extremity, with full hope 
that there can be no mechanical or scien- 
tific problem incapable of our solution ; no 
conceivable human dilemma from which 
the American idea cannot extricate the un- 
fortunate. Already there is hardly a 
mechanical instrument or application in ex- 
istence which does not, either in origin or 
improvement, bear the marks of American 
genius.

of October next. ‘There is some reason to be- 
lieve that the road-is to be built this season, 
and next year extended to Benicia in: this di- 
rection, and eastward into Butte and Plamas 
counties. 

The quicksilver product of California last 
year is reported by the San Francisco 
Commercial Herald at 28,200 flasks, which 


is slightly under the average for thé’previ 

ous five years. The Or was from the 
following sources: New Almaden, flasks, 
9,000 ; New Idria, 7,000 ; Redington mines, 
7,000; Pope Valley (Napa county) and 
Vallejo, 1,000; Great Western, 1,500; Napa, 
Lake and Sonoma counties, 1,500. Total, 
28,200. Recently sales have been made as 
low as $1.40@1.45, with 24g per cent off 
for large lots. The prospects are good for 
an increased yield during the current year. 


In the case of Hannah Weygant vs. the 
Guardian Mutual Life Insurance Company,

The prismoidal railroad, proposed to be

ty-three inches. The sloping Sides are to 
be covered with one-inch boarding, which 
has been found sufficient for the purpose. 
The car has a wheel in the center for the 
one rail, and a balance wheel on each side 
which are said to move with little friction 
upon the boarded sides of the road. The 
cost of the tract is put at one half of that of 
a narrow gauge railroad, or some $3700 in 
the present instance. 


Conversing with one who has long been 
engaged in the business of buying and sell-
